Carmine DeSapio 


For more than an hour late 
Sunday night I stood in a corridor 
of the Blackstone Hotel and 
watched the suave and polished 
Carmine DeSapio, head of the 
New York City’s Tammany Hall, 
operate in and out of a total of 
four rooms. Delegates from many 
states came, DeSapio moved from 
room to room, like a doctor see- 
ing his patients. Never ruffled, al- 
ways calm, he was seeking to 
build an Eastern and Western 
bloc for Harriman. 

This organization has apparent- 
ly made up its mind to cut off 
the South from any consideration. 
This was not the original plan. 
Fer a time, in the immediate 
hours after President Harry Tru- 
man’s endorsement of Gov. Har- 
riman on Saturday, his manag- 
ers made overtures to some of 
the Southern delegations, includ- 
ing Georgia. There was a hint 
that if they came along there 
would be a civil rights plank 
which did not contain a reference 
to the Supreme Court by name.

Now 
the Harriman group is committed 
to a very strong civil rights plank 
and will bring it to the floor on 
Wednesday night. If the conven- 
tion should accept such a plank, 
as they did in 1948, the whole 
thing will go up like a bucket of 
skyrockets. 


Unity 

As of now, there is an almost 
desperate desire to have unity. As 
one cynic put it, ““There are men 
here who are willing to rise above 
principles.” 

The platform committee is not 
talking. But from one of its mem- 
bers I learned that the civil rights 
plank will be left until all others 
are completed and agreement 
reached. This member said the 
present thinking is that the plank 
will be based on the one of 1952, 
which President Truman declared 
to be satisfactory to him. 

There will be an effort to avoid 
mentioning the words Supreme 


~ Court. The emphasis will be on 


rights as established by law. 
This would be an indirect way of 
saying that the Supreme Court de- 
cision is the law. 

Stevenson is caught in the di- 
lemma of this situation. He is re- 
garded by most Southerners as 
the most moderate candidate. 

But much depends on the word- 
ing of the platform and the inter- 
pretation of it by the Southern 
blocs now being organized by 
Senators Russell. and Johnson. 

So, until Wednesday night, the 
convention hangs in the air.

$31,706,000 
In New School

A $31,706,000 school construc- 
tion program to provide 1,240 
new classrooms was submitted 
to the Atlanta Board of Educa- 
tion Monday night. 

The program is divided into 
two parts. The emergency ‘“‘Sec- 
tion A’’ is schedule of projects 
that should be completed by 
1958. Thirty-one new schools and 
five additions having together 
660 classrooms and costing $16,-

Gold Coast Braces 


For Blow Tonight 


MIAMI, Aug. 13 ®—Fiorida’s 
tourist-jammed Gold Coast bat- 
tened down tonight as a killer 
hurricane aimed its 120-mile-an- 
hour winds at the plush Palm 
Beach resort areas. , 

Hurricane warnings flew from 
Miami north to Melbourne as 
Betsy, the first full-blown tropical 
storm of the season, churned 
Atlantic waters only 360 miles 
from the Florida peninsula. 

The Weather Bureau in an 11 
p.m. EST advisory warned -that 
the squalls riding ahead of the 
savage storm probably would hit 
the coast Tuesday at 8 a.m. and 
that full force of the hurricane 
would strike near Palm Beach 
Tuesday night. 

OFF MIAMI 

In the latest advisory, the Miami 
Weather Bureau’ centered the 
storm 360 miles east-southeast of 
Miami, and said it was moving 
toward the northwest, on a line 
with Palm Beach, at 16 miles an 
hour. 

The advisory ordered up hurri- 
cane warnings inland to Lake 
Okeechobee, where one hurricane 
spilled the lake’s waters onto 
several towns, causing one of 
Florida’s worst disasters. It 


warned that winds will be increas- 
ing and the weather worsening 
beginning early Tuesday. 


STORM ALERT 


Merchants hauled out hurricane 
shutters and prepared for the 
worst. The Air Force flew its 
planes from several Florida bases 
to safety in other states and the 
Navy at Jacksonville ordered the 
aircraft carrier Franklin D.

full-power run was believed to 
have been the longest ever com- 
pleted by any type of propulsion 
plant—land, sea or air. 


ONE FUEL CHARGE 
Significance of the long-run test 
was that it indicated the Nautilus 


and other atomic-powered sub- 
marines may be expected to oper- 
ate at high speed, virtually indef- 
initely, submerged, and without 
necessity for refueling. The Idaho 
reactor made the test run with a 
single charge of uranium fuel and 
without using the whole of the 
charge. 

The Idaho test run was much 
longer than any actual cruising 
test of the Nautilus, so far as has 
been announced. The longest non- 
stop cruise of the Nautilus—not 
entirely submerged—was a 206- 
hour run which lasted eight days 
and 14 hours. The Idaho run 
lasted 66 days and nights. 

The Idaho test was brought to 
an end Aug. 8 when the reactor 
was shut down on a routine basis.

Arabs Back Nasser; 
British Push Buildup

LONDON, Aug. 13 (#—The Arab world warned the 
West today against using force in the dispute with Egypt 


over the Suez Canal. 
And the British Labor party de- 


manded that Prime Minister Eden |% 


publicly guarantee Britain will not 
attack Figypt. 


Britain pressed a buildup of air, 


land and sea power in the Medi- 


terranean despite the warnings. 
Delegates of 22 nations were 
gathering in London for Thurs 
day’s conference, by 
Britain, France and the United 
States, to consider international 
control of the canal. Egypt and 
Greece refused to attend. 


In Washington, the State De- 
partment reiterated complete ac- 
cord with Britain and France that 
there should be “international 
means to insure the practical and 
efficient flnctioning of the Suez 
Canal.” 

Behind the scenes there was a 
feverish search for a diplomatic 
compromise that would enable 
both President Nasser of Egypt 
and Eder to save face.

lL. A British government spokes- 
man said some British troops are 
being pulled out of Germany in 
view of the Suez crisis.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 13 
(®—The Alabama Supreme Court 
today rejected an appeal by the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People for 
review of contempt of court 
charges and a $100,000 fine levied 
against the organization by a low- 
er court.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13 
(INS) — Republican convention 
resolutions committee chairman 
Prescott Bush today appointed 
10 committees to work out a 
GOP platform which he predicted 
will go “‘right down the line’’ with 
the Eisenhower administration. 


The Connecticut senator told a 
news conference that he expects 
little or no dispute on the con- 
tents of the platform. 

Bush said Eisenhower and 
former President Hoover have

of a platform that is brief, forth- 
right and honest with the Amer- 
ican people.’’ 

MOSTLY AFFIRMATIVE 


The statement of Republican 
policy, Bush declared, will be 
almost wholly “in the affirma- 
tive,’’ and will record only token 
criticism of the Democrats. 

Bush indicated the platform 

probably will skirt any mention 
of the Suez crisis. 
The senator said his party 
would have little difficulty writing 
a civil rights plank which will be 
acceptable to the South as well as 
to the North.

a free-for-all affair which could clear 
the air on many points but which also 
might produce disaster for the party 

Truman is likely to find today’s 
Democratic Party and its leadership to 
be youthful, lusty and with ideas of their 
own. His attempt to hold on to the past 
clashes head-on with a whole new gener- 
ation of political leaders who have risen 
to power since 1948. 

Thus far the Southern delegations 
have acted with wisdom and commend- 
able restraint. They have issued no ulti- 
matums. Responsible leaders of both the 
Northern and Southern wings of the party 
show determination to iron out differ- 
ences in compromises that will produce a 
measure of unity. The Georgia group, 
led by Gov. Griffin, has held its temper 
and its tongue except for the hasty out- 
burst by John Sammons Bell a few days 
ago. 

The movement in support of Sen. Lyn- 
don Johnson is obviously a maneuver to 
checkmate Truman and to force compro- 
mises favorable to the South. Abandon- 
ment of the “loyalty oath” by the con- 
vention rules committee is a concrete ex- 
ample of this. 

Only the foolish would attempt to 
guess the outcome or all that will hap- 
pen in the next few days in Chicago. Tru- 
man’s move might very well force a 
united coalition of the “moderate” ele- 
ments in the party from every section. 

Whatever happens, Gov. Clement 
vividly outlined the party’s past as the 
true “party of the people.” Whether the 
people themselves feel this is still to be 
true will be determined largely by the 
happenings of the next few days.

The Arab States Give 
Aid to Nasser’s Cause 


The argument between the Northern 
and Southern wings of the Democratic 
convention is getting the big news play, 
but the lining up of the Moslem world 
against Great Britain and the West may 
be remembered after the doings in Chi- 
cago are forgotten. 


Yesterday the Arab League, a front 
for Egypt, Iraq, Jordan, Lebanon, Saudi 
Arabia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen, an- 
nounced its solid backing of the position 
of Egypt and Premier Nasser concerning 
the Suez affair. 


Egypt has declined to attend the 22- 
nation conference on the canal called for 
Thursday in London. Instead, she has 
proposed her own conference to which 45 
nations would be invited, including the 
Arabian states not asked to the London 
meeting. 

The common denominators of reli- 
gion and language and unhappy mem- 
ories of domination by the Western pow- 
ers form a bond between the Arab states 
that fits beautifully into Nasser’s plan to 
make the canal his own with Russian 
backing, all treaties to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


This bloc is in excellent position to 
bargain with the West for the continued 
internationalization of the canal and its 
unobstructed navigation. The Arab League 
is a very loose confederation, but in the 
struggle for mastery of the world, it could 
emerge as a solid and effective coalition, 
a sort of third party whose masters could 
use it profitably.

Georgia is not the only state which is 
wondering what to do about the shortage 
of qualified science and math teachers. 
The problem is nationwide and directly 
affects the related problem of the decline 
in scientists and engineering technicians 
who are being graduated from the col- 
leges. 


Not only that, but lack of such train- 
ing in the high schools is affecting the 
supply of skilled-trade apprentices and 
technicians who go into the work force 
following high school graduation. 


A recent study showed that 50 per 
cent of our secondary schools today offer 
no courses in chemistry. Another 53 per 
cent offer no courses in physics. 


In the high schools, the number of 
students studying algebra has dropped 
from 56 per cent to 24 per cent. Those 
taking geometry have declined from 27 per 
cent to 11 per cent while physics stu- 
dents have dropped in numbers from 19 
per cent to 4.3 per cent. 


All this is occurring at a fime when 
we are engaged in a technological race 
with the Soviet Union and when the de- 
mand for engineers and scientists vastly 
exceeds the supply. It occurs at a time 
when this very technology may resolve 
itself as the final decisive factor in the 
cold war. 


Increased efficiency and continuously 
improving production techniques are 
necessary if the status quo of our living 
standards is to be maintained. This is an 
absolute fact borne out by population 
versus production statistics. 


Some of the large corporations are 
aware of the facts and are moving against 
the problem with assistance on ll 
fronts—the high school level, the college 
level and in technical institutes. Mean- 
while, school systems everywhere should 
join in a concerted effort to relieve the 
teacher shortage and the lack of instruc- 
tion in math and sciences in the schools.

The legions allergic to the pollen of 
the giant ragweed not only suffer, but 
pay for it. During the four weeks the 
fever rages, an estimated 24,750,000 work 
days will be lost. 


There are many remedies for this ail- 
ment, but so far no cure. : Descriptions 
of hay fever are found in the earliest writ- 
ings and so are methods of finding re- 
lief. Antihistamines, a fairly recent dis- 
covery, are the best that science has been 
able to do so far. 

Until something better comes along, 
hay fever sufferers will find relief but no 
cure for this plaguing ill. The only posi- 
tive cure is to find a spot this‘ month 
where ragweed doesn’t grow, a spécific 
available only to tramps and the rich.

The Democratic National Convention may not be the most perfect 
expression of democracy with a small ‘‘d’’—any more than the Re- 
publican convention in San Francisco a week later—but it serves an 
essential function and nobody has yet figured out a way to do it any 
better. When all the oratory and the shouting and the silly antics and 
the serious talk and the politicking and the platform-building have 
died away the Democratic Party will have done a truly solemn thing: 
it will have selected its nominees for the presidency and the vice 


presidency of the United States of 

People may, if they wish, laugh 
off the platform, but the choice 
of candidates is something no 
one can laugh off. For that choice 
will ultimately stand for the po- 
litical faith of many millions of 
people. The success of our two- 
party system rests, in the last 
analysis, on the fairly consistent 
ability of both conventions to 
pick as head of the ticket a man 
with high qualities of integrity, 
understanding and _ leadership. 
This year, more consciously per- 
haps than ever before, the two 
great party conclaves must also 
weigh the vice presidency with 
special care. 


The Democrats approach Chi- 
cago with ranks divided, as usual, 
but somewhat -less so—or less 
vocally—than usual.

There’s an ore cart on original 
tracks. There’s a sluice box, a 
stamp mill and an exhibit of 
pictures of the Dahlonega of 
1900. There is a tunnel from 
which gold ore actually was tak- 
en. A demonstration tunnel is be- 
ing dug close to the museum shed: 
An exhibit of fluorescent ores 
will be arranged within the tun- 
nel. 


The Gold Museum is managed 
by the Dahlonega Chamber of 
Commerce. Dr. J. C. Rogers, re- 
tired president of N. Georgia Col- 
lege and of the University of 
Georgia, is the chamber presi- 
dent. The day I went to the Gold 
Museum, Dr. Rogers was the 
enthusiastic C. of C. acting man- 
ager and tour guide. 


He and John Sims, C. of C. 
treasurer, sent us out, not snipe 
hunting, but uranium prospecting. 
Armed with Geiger counter, we 
found the ore, imported from 
Colorado, which our hosts had 
hidden at the site. 


Roy Phillipson is the slim, 
weathered ‘‘prospector’’ in charge 
of the Gold Museum. Roy traveled 
the world as a machinist for the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works. 


Roy came to Dahlonega 34 
years ago to set up machinery in 
the stamping mills. He stayed. 

He loves showing visitors how 
to pan gold. Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Duke and their son Ronnie, of Ma- 
con, looked and listened attentive- 
ly as the museum curator showed 
them how to separate the black 
iron oxide from the gold, then 
mount the ore under a magni- 
fying paperweight. 

A family of five from Florida 
had come to the museum because 
they saw the signs on the high- 
way. They must have stayed an 
hour. 


“This is better than Silver 
Springs,’”’ the woman said. ‘You 
really learn something here.” 


‘*‘Don’t quote me on that,” she 
added, “or I can’t go back to 
Florida.” 

That’s why I am not using the 
name.

Truman has unexpectedly, bold- 
ly and characteristically risked 
his prestige, his political power 
and his reputation as a profession- 
al politician on the premise that 
he can pull it off.

Certainly in the judgment of many 
Democratic political leaders, not 
merely those backing Stevenson, 
Truman has recklessly risked dis- 
rupting both the convention and 
the party by putting his own po- 
sition and his own leadership in 
the scales of one candidate. 


Those who deeply question the 
wisdom of Truman’s course raise 
these points. 

That he is throwing this con- 
vention into the clutches of con- 
flict, turmoil and possibly fatal 
stalemate.

3—If Adlai Stevenson is stopped, 
the nomination of Mr. X—John- 
son, Symington or some other 
less mentioned dark horse—seems 
to me more probable than the 
nomination of Harriman.

At any rate, Giese had made his point. 

First, Wilkinson told the back he was a great runner, not 
that he was the lousiest tackler on the team. Then he told him 
he had a week to learn his lessons.

He merely put it to the boy. 

In a little less than three weeks the football superintendents 
blow the whistle that summons the athletes back to the factory. 
One of the new head coaches applying the positive approach 
will be Warren Giese of South Carolina. On the basis of past 
assistantship, Giese looks like a cinch to be a rousing success.

Giese is a student of football. You can tell by his crew-cut 
hair, his open-throated sports shirts and his saddle oxfords: Every- 
thing about him says he's a student. 

He is also an author. He is probably the only assistant 
coach who ever wrote a book on football technique and made 
it pay. He was wise enough to solicit the name of his head 
coach, Jim Tatum, in order to make the work more appealing 
to the ‘‘name”’ buyers. 

This long-time affiliation with Tatum and the Maryland School 
of Football is what set up the real surprise. Throughout his lec- 
tures Giese called repeatedly on Oklahoma for his illustrations, 
Finally, on his last day he said it outright. 

*‘Oklahoma represents the ultimate in football in this coun- 
try right now,’’ he said. “The way they do things, the way 
they coach, the way they organize, it’s simply the best sys- 
tem in the country.”’ 

This, of course, may come as a shock to Tatum, who has 
probably assumed that he had indoctrinated Giese in his own 
particular football methods, While I'm positive that this had no 
bearing on Giese’s affection for the Oklahoma plan, it is signifi- 
cant that since he became stationed at South Carolina, and since 
Tatum became stationed at North Carolina, the two have become 
embroiled in a recruiting bout.

One chapter of Giese on football was peculiarly timed with 
the buffeting of the College All-Stars by the Cleveland pros. 
This game’s outcome, it seems, was especially dictated in an early 
portion of play when Earl Morrall, the quarterback from Michi- 
gan State, was injured. 

‘‘No matter how good a coach you are,’’ Giese said, ‘‘you’re 
at the mercy of your quarterback. But at the same time I 
can’t help but feel the coach is responsible for the mental alert- 
ness of his quarterback. I may have to eat these words. 
I’ve never been responsible for a quarterback before. 

“You've got to give that quarterback all the attention pos- 
sible. For every hour spent on the field with him, you’d better 
spend two hours off the field, if you're going to have a good 
quarterback.” 

Then another flashback to Oklahoma. 

“If you’ll notice, you’re liable to see Bud Wilkinson show up 
at an all-star game or at a clinic and there'll be his quarterback 
with him.”’ 

Then the crowning blow to the beak of the Tatum School. 
“Physically, the Oklahoma squad did not measure up to Mary- 
land, yet Oklahoma won twice in the Orange Bowl. People 
ask me why. I'll tell you: We were outspirited, outsmarted 
and outcoached. Oklahoma plays that kind of football because 
those players are coached that way.”

George Smathers 
of Florida. 

Douglas actually was trying to 
appeal fer party unity on the civil 
rights question, but the Georgians 
didn’t like the way he was going 
about it. 

The tall, white-maned senator 
from Illinois with the booming 
voice stood there on the platform 
under the glare of the lights and 
pleaded for what he termed ‘‘a 
fuller brotherhood of all.’’

He had started out with a 
greeting to the convention from 
his home state, and 
switched into his plea. 


Douglas pointed out that Ameri-|

JEFFERSON, Aug. 13—A 39 
year-old South Carolina painter 
who claimed he was seven miles 
away at the time of the slaying 
went on trial here Monday 
charged with murder in the death 
of a prominent Jefferson merch- 
ant, Charles H. Drake. , 


The painter, James Fulton 
Foster of Greenville, S.C., sought 
unsuccessfully to get a change of 
venue on two grounds. The first 
was that taxpayers of Jackson 
County were a party to the offer- 
ing of the reward by the county 
commissioners and, therefore, 


every juror in the county was

disqualified. 
OVERRULED 


The second was that the county 
newspaper carried stories about 
‘Foster's prison record and there- 
by deprived him of his constitu- 
tional rights by having his record 
known to every juror. 

Superior County Judge Julian 
Bennett, appointed last week by 
Gov. Griffin to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Judge John C. 
Houston, overruled a motion for 
a change of venue and declined 
to grant a continuance on plea 
of defense attorneys who said 
they had unsufficient time to pre- 
pare the case. 

The courtroom on the second 
floor of Jackson County Court- 
house was jammed with specta- 
tors, filling the aisles, the windows
